Abuses, however, have grown 
so flagVant that three fourths of all tho 
weight of mail mattes handled by the 
government Is what is termed second 
class matter, which pays less than 14,. 
000,000 of the $ 110 , 000,000 revenue of 
the postoffice department. The post- 
master general has just made a ruling 
that will throw much of the matter into 
the third class, which is charged at the 
rate of half a cent an ^oce. The In- 
tention of Congress in nxlng so low a 
rate for newspapers was to encourage 
their circulation, hut there cever was 
a law that scoundrels could not take 
advantage of and the one mentioned is 
no exception to the rule. 

In speaking of Gov. Beckham’s se- 
lection of a successor to Judge J. H.
